THE SPECIAL ST. PAUL PIONEER PRESS ENVELOPE which the 
newspaper had prepared for use during Minnesota’s Territorial 
Centennial Year of 1949 makes a dandy cacheted cover. The strik- 
ing design in a blue color carries a scene in which are combined 
a pioneer entry into the territory, and a view of modern St. Paul. 
It covers the entire back of the envelope. With the addition of a 
Minnesota Centennial stamp in the upper right hand corner and the 
usual name and address on the picture side of the envelope, a most 
unusual cover is the result. Collectors wanting one must send a 
Minnesota stamp and the name and address to whom the cover is to 
go to Roy Swanson, Dispatch Library, St. Paul, Minn. The possibili- 
ties of these covers becoming a collector’s item was suggested to 
Mr. Swanson and the newspaper by Carl P. Rueth, managing editor 
of Linn’s who incidentally obtained the first one. Holding four of 
the covers above is Myidred Olson the St. Paul Dispatch’s candidate 
in a local beauty contest.

Pro Juventute Semi-Postal Stamps 


Switzerland’s colorful annual issue of semi-postal stamps for 
the benefit of the Pro Juventute institution will be released on 
December 1. This year’s series will depict a famous Swiss citizen 
on the low value and more Alpine native flowers on the remaining 
three, a practice of the past few years. The issue for 1949 will mark 
the last time that flowers will be used as the central part of the 
stamp design. The flower theme was started in 1943, when three 
of the stamps depicted a Silver Thistle, a Lady Slipper and a Gen- 





tian respectively. Each issue of 
have extended the tradition. 








As in the past, four stamps 
will again comprise the issue. One 
of them, the 5 plus 5c will be in

The 20 
plus 10c displaying an Alpine 
Clematis will be in brown, blue 
and yellow. 

A Superb Pink will form the 
main part of the design for the 
40 plus 10c to be printed in col- 
ors of blue, violet and yellow. 

Only the low value will be a 
line engraved stamp. The re- 
maining three are to be produced 
by the rotary heliogravure pro- 
CeSs. 

Designer of the 5 plus 5c is the 
well known artist, Karl Bickel of 
Walienstadtberg. Bickel was al 
so responsible for the engraving. 

The other stamps were design- 
ed by Hans Fischer of Feldmeilen.

Design of the 5c value has a 
portrait of Niklaus Wengi, the 
famous chief magistrate of Solo- 
thurn who died four hundred 
years ago. 

The stamps will be on sale at 
all Swiss post offices from De- 
cember 1 to 31, and at the Phila- 
telic Agency until January 15, 
1950. Validity of the stamps to 
pay postage fees will last until 
May 31, 1950.
